In two important fields, President Eisenhower is locking 
horns with Congress over his conatitutional powers. 
In both cfcses. he is trying to preserve for himself authority 
which it seem s clear the Constitution never intended fo give to 
the Chief Executive — authority which the New Dealer* wrested 
from Congress during the “rubber-stamp 
days, and which the 
Republican Party has been promising for years to restore when­ 
ever the opportunity arose. 
For many reasons, the American people ought to make 
it their business to understand exactly what the difference of 
opinion is about. First step to clear appraisal of the situation 
is to accept the fact that very few of the public statements on 
behalf of the White House are free from distortion. 
The truth is that associates of the President, with An appall­ 
ing recklessness for the possible future consequences of their 
actions, have made an entirely unfair attack on Congress in 
this matter, and are industriously garbling the facts about visible 
scruples. 
First of the two arguments deals with the manner in which 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements shall be worked out. Clever New 
Deal law-writers put supreme power over these in the hands 
of the President, and ingeniously ducked the possibility of bring­ 
ing this point up before the Supreme Court for a test of its 
Constitutionality. 
A great many lawyers believe that it is deafly unconstiu 
Conal to do this, for exactly the same reason the Blue Eagle 
NRA law was void — unconstitutional delegation of powers 
assigned solely to Congress. In the case of foreign trade and 
tariffs, the Constitution says that “The Congress shall have 
power to lay and collect Taxes, Duties, Imports and Excises'' 
and ‘“to regulate Commerce with foreign Nations.” 
Now, for Some twenty years the wheelhorse Repuplicans 
in Congress have made a major issue of their intention to wipe 
off the books the arbitrary powers given the Chief Executive to

President vs. Constitution 


Continued from Pane One 
exerciw authority so clearly earm arked for Congress. President 
Eisenhower and his associates were perfectly well aware of that 
cam paign promise, which has been incorporated in one plat* 
form after another, and they raised no objections to it before 
or after the Convention last year. 
For it now to be said, as the New York Tim es for instance 
has said, that the President "is represented as being particularly 
anxious lest C ongress force the adoption of a high-tariff policy,’ 
and that he 
is vexed and concerned over the resurgence of 
extreme protectionist sentiment 
when the real issue is a clear­ 
cut point of Constitutional law, is unfair in the extreme, and 
bound eventually to bring tempers to the snapping point. 
Common courtesy, one would think ought to dictate to 
the White House a policy of conceding that the argument in­ 
volves the question of whether or not the Republicans are going I 
to carry out a pledge of some twenty years standing, and should 
forbid the presentation of this matter as though it represented 
a sudden conspiracy on the floor of Congress to em barrass the 
President by placing upon him ’’sharp restrictions” — another 
quite unfair accusation being made. 
I he other big argument is over C onstitutional powers 
dealing with the treaties. Here Secretary of State Dulles went 
before a Senate Judiciary Subcom m ittee and thence to the 
national T-V networks with a accusation that forces in Congress 
were trying to shackle 
the President in his treaty-making pow ­ 
ers, and intimated that Congress w as trying to set up "a com plete 
veto power over anything the President does in the conduct 
of foreign affairs.” 
In his presentation, the Secretary declared: “ The Execu­ 
tive cannot surrender the freedom of action which is necessary 
for its operation in the foreign affairs Field.” 
Three separate points about this speech greatly irritated 
feelings in Congress, and invited future repercussions. 
In the first place. Congress is never happy when a witness 
com es before it, as Secretary Dulles did, with a battery of 
cam eras, tape-recordera, etc., and uses the occasion to make 
a dem agogic appeal to the public instead of talking the matter 
over with Congress. 
* 
In the second place, Secretary Dulles com pletely reversed 
himself on a point where last year he had been one of the 
strongest protagonists. 
A year ago, when the cam paign was on, the Secretary 
spoke of the loophole which Congress now is trying to close, 
in the following term s: treaty law, he said, "can override the 
C onstitution . . . can take powers from the Mates and give them 
to the Federal Government or to som e international body . . . 
can cut across the rights given to the people by the Constitutional 
Bill of Rights.” 
Lor the Secretary now to turn on Congress when it is 
attem pting to cure the very situation he formerly protested 
about, and to do so by pretending that what Congress is seeking 


is to restrict the President instead of to protect the Republic 
and the Constitution, is not a course of conduct of which the 
Secretary ought to be proud. 
There is a third point of irritation. This is the fact that an 
issue which is of the supremest importance to the American 
people, dealing with their rights as individuals and with their 
power of self-government, has now been so thoroughly garbled 
by the President’s representative that it may b e years before 
it is clearly understood — by which time it may be much 
too late. 
The chain of facts is simple enough when they are pointed 
out. The C onstitution says that "T h is Constitution and the laws 
of the United States which shall be made in Pursuance thereof; 
and all treaties made, or which shall be made, under the author­ 
ity of the United States, shall be the supreme I .aw of the land." 
Now, for a century and a half or thereabouts, it was gen­ 
erally assum ed that this m ade treaties subordinate to the Con­ 
stitution exactly as it m ade laws subordinate to the Constitution. 
( An excellent exposition of this concept is to be found in "The 
Constitution," published 1924 by the U. S. Government Print­ 
ing Office under the direction of Congress and consisting of 
an officially annotated version of the Constitution.) 
It was assum ed, for exam ple, that the language of the 
Second Section of Article III in the Constitution clearly m akes 
it necessary for treaties to be written subject to the superior 
authority of the Constitution, and moreover gives the courts 
just as much power to declare treaty provisions unconstitutional 
and hence void as its does to perform the sam e function with 
respect to laws. 
Som e years back, when the New Deal w as trying to plunge 
this nation into welfare dictatorship, the concept was invented 
that by reason of the chance language and punctuation used 
in this matter by the Constitution, treaties actually were supreme 
to the Constitution, to the Courts and to Congress. This concept 
was then adapted to the purposes of those who have been 
flying to build up a one-world government in which the sover­ 
eign U. S. A. will becom e merely a subordinate cog. 
This is the concept which Mr. Dulles so vigorously criticiz­ 
ed a year ago. It is the situation which the Republican Party 
long ago, quite in line with Secretary Dulles’ previously voiced 
opinions, pledged to remedy, and which it has been trying to 
remedy at the present session. 
Meanwhile Mr. Dulles has swung violently back to the 
point of view of the Roosevelt-Hull-M arshall-Truman-Acheson 
group, and not only abandoned the Republican stand he form ­ 
erly took, but m ade a grievously unfair presentation o f the 
matter to the public. 
M ore and m ore the President is being maneuvered into 
the position where (o f all things!) he is about to becom e his 
own party’s chief opponent in next year’s key Congressional 
elections!
